We  have  mobilized  a monitoring  crew  to  deploy  4 data  sondes  in  the  San  Juan  River  to  collect  water  quality  data,  to 
collect  samples  to  establish  baseline  conditions  for  dissolved  and  total  metals  and  to  photograph  the  plume  and 
communicate  information.  They  are  presently  in  the  field.  We  will  be  establishing  a webpage  on  Monday  to  provide 
information  to  the  public  as  it  becomes  available.  When  we  have  a URL  established  we  will  provide  it  to  you  for  the 
link  to  also  be  placed  on  EPA's  website. 

We  understand  that  tribal  authorities  will  also  be  collecting  water  quality  data  on  the  San  Juan  River.  It  would  be 
good  for  us  to  communicate  on  this  so  that  we  don't  have  duplication  of  effort. 

My  other  comment  is  that  EPA's  website  is  inadequate.  There  is  no  contact  list;  there  is  no  update  of  the  location  and 
status  of  the  plume;  there  are  no  recent  photos;  there  are  no  links  to  other  news  sources;  and  the  map  function  is 
disabled.  EPA  can  do  better  than  this.  Can  you  help  me  to  understand  if  any  of  these  deficiencies  are  being 
addressed? 

I am  the  main  point  of  contact  for  Utah  DEQ  through  today  (Saturday  8/8).  Thereafter,  Kim  Shelley  will  be  DEQ's 
main  point  of  contact.
